Sending  Children  to  State  Schools  LIFE  FOR  GERMANS 


DILLENBURO,  Germany  —  (BP)  — 
“Where  was  once  the  spirit  of  the 
anti-Christ  with  cries  of  'Hell  Hitler' 
is  now  the  spirit  of  Christ." 

So  said  a  German  mother  in  prais¬ 
ing  the  relief  and  rehabilitation  ef¬ 
forts  of  Baptists  in  her  devastated 
homeland.  She  was  talking  to  Dr. 
Duke  K.  McCall,  executive  secreUry 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
Executive  Committee,  on  a  tour  of 
relief  work  in  Central  Europe. 
Former  Naai  Camp  Now  a  Youth  Camp 

Site  of  the  tribute  was  a  rest  and 
recuperation  home  for  mothers  and 
refugees,  built  by  Baptists  from  a 
shell-torn  building  used  by  Nazis  dur¬ 
ing  the  war. 

Nearby,  at  Rebe,  was  another  mar- 
yelous  example  of  the  conversion  of 
property  from  bad  to  good.  It  was  a 
Baptist  youth  center,  using  the  build¬ 
ings  of  a  former  Nasi  youth  camp.  In 
the  camp  were  50  children,  their  ages 
ranging  from  5  to  12.

Church  authorities  are  meanwhlle"sald 
to  be  fearful  lest  sooner  or  later  a 
bill  be  introduced  in  parliament  by 
Socialist  leaders  for  the  nationaliza¬ 
tion  of  church  schools.

There  be¬ 
ing  no  hotel  accomodations  for  them, 
the  early  delegates  pitched  their  tents 
beneath  tall  trees  in  the  grove  and 
set  up  temporary  housekeeping. 

The  158  buildings  maintained  for 
accomodating  delegates  to  Ridgecrest 
Assemblies  today  are  owned  and  ope¬ 
rated  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  (Convention,  with 
Robert  Guy,  as  resident  manager. 

Throughout  these  forty  years,  ball 
a  million  of  His  foUowcxa  have  come 
to  this  momntain  assembly  area  to  go 
forth  into  all  parts  of  Hia  world  to 
preach  His  gospeL 

At  one  of  the  earliest  Ridgecrest  ser¬ 
vices,  one  yoimg  man  and  young  vro- 
man  announced  their  intentions  of 
surrendering  their  Uvea  completely  to 
the  service  of  Ood.  Since  that  time, 
there  have  been  30,800  life  service  de¬ 
dications  at  Ridgecrest.  10.000  of  these 
roenmiUnents  have  been  made  In  the 
last  13  irearsw  And  in  these  40  years, 
handreds  of  people  have  been  con¬ 
verted. 

Its  single  purpose  has  been  that  of 
3  Baptist  Institution  founded  for  the 
^tlory  of  Ood.  Ridgecrest  is  a  training 
camp  for  the  competent,  promoting 
Christian  effieieney  In  teaching  the 
Word,  winning  the  lost,  prairing  with- 
owt  ceasing,  and  serving  the  Lord.

Draft  Deferment  And  the  BAmsT  hour 
Ministry  Candidates 

By  Ralph  D.  CharehiU,  Ft.  Worth,  Texas 

The  Selective  Service  Act  of  1048 
makes  the  following  provision  for  de¬ 
ferment  of  ministerial  candidates: 

Sertiau  C  (g) — Regular  ar  duly  ardalued 
mlahtera  af  religian,  aa  defined  ia  this 
title,  and  atndrnta  preparing  far  the 
ministry  under  the  directlaa  of  recag- 
nised  churches  ar  religious  organliatioas, 
who  are  satiafactority  pursuing  full-time 
courses  of  iastractioa  In  recognised  theo¬ 
logical  or  diviaHy  at-hooh.  or  arho  are 
*aU*lhctorlJy  pursuing  full-time  courses 
of  instruction  leading  to  their  entrance 
inU  recognised  theological  or  dhrinity 
scboola  hi  whieh  they  have  been  pre- 
enroUed,  shall  be  exempt  from  training 
and  service  (hut  not  rrom  reglatratiou) 
under  this  title.  * 

We  are  informed  that  the  president 
will  issue  are  executive  order  covering 
details  of  procedure  to  be  followed 
under  the  act.  It  is  not  yet  available. 

It  is  also  assumed  that  students  en¬ 
rolled  in  a  theological  school  will  pre¬ 
sent  written  evidence  of  that  fact  to 
their  local  draft  board  and  that  stu¬ 
dents  pre-enrolling  in  a  theological 
school  will  present  to  their  board 
written  acceptance  of  their  applica- 
tion  at  a  theological  school. 

Authentic  church  sources  interpret 
the  above  to  mean  that  any  student 
who  looks  forwart  to  a  spedallaed 
of  church  work,  e.g..  religioos 
education,  musie,  mission,  and  other 
faU-time  workers  in  any  field  of 
church  service,  should  list  his  in¬ 
tended  vocation  as  “minister  of  reli¬ 
gion”  the  over-all  term.  He  must  give 
evidence  that  his  plans  Include  a  life¬ 
time  vocation  in  his  particular  field.

TTie  advocates  of  legalised  beer  put 
forth  the  same  old  stock  arguments 
in  eveo'  beer  campaign.  They  do  not 
have  a  single  sound  puncture-proof 
argument,  not  one  good  thing  can  be 
said  for  beer  or  liquor,  so  they  seek  to 
deceive  the  people  by  false  propagan¬ 
da.  They  try  to  get  the  peoirie  to  be- 
lieve  that  Homestead  Exemption  ar>d 
Old  Age  Pension  depend  on  the  legal 
sale  of  beer.  There  is  no  connection 
between  them.  Counties  that  are  dry 
have  Old  Age  Pension  and  Homestead 
Exemption  just  like  those  that  are 
weL  Legal  whiskey  or  beer  has  never 
paid  lU  way.  The  cosU  are  greater 
than  the  revenue. 

The  headlines  in  one  of  the  bulle¬ 
tins  put  out  in  a  recent  beer  cam¬ 
paign  were  “IS  YOUR  PERSONAL 
FREEDOM  WORTH  VOTING  FOR.” 
Their  purpose  U  to  lead  the  people 
to  believe  that  their  personal  privilege 
is  being  arbitrarily  limited.  Every 
law  on  the  statute  books  limits  ones 
personal  privilege  in  the  sense  that 
they  use  thU  term  and  yet  they  do  not 
advocate  legalized  murder,  robbery, 
theft,  or  any  of  the  other  laws  on  the 
ground  that  they  limit  ones  personal 
freedom.  It  Is  not  iiersonal  freedom 
that  they  are  concerned  about.  They 
want  to  legalize  beer  so  they  might 
fill  their  coffers  as  a  result.  It  is  aelf- 
lahness  and  not  altruism  that  moti¬ 


vates  them. 

In  the  campaign  referred  to  al¬ 
ready,  they  also  stated  that  when  the> 
County  voted  dry,  the  drys  Implied 
that  there  would  be  no  more  beer  and 
liquor  sold  in  the  County,  and  that 
since  some  was  being  bootlegged,  pro¬ 
hibition  was  a  deceptive  term.  So  far 
as  I  know,  the  drys  have  never  even 
remotely  suggested  that  to  outlaw  beer 
and  whiskey  would  that  no 

more  would  be  sold,  no  more  than  to 
.suggest  that  a  law  against  murder 
would  guarantee  that  there  would  be 
no  more  murder  committed.  It  should^ 
be  said,  however,  in  every  case  a  law 
against  the  legal  sale  of  beer  or  whis¬ 
key  will  mean  a  tremendous  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  sale  of  that  product.  What 
is  more,  that  that  is  sold  when  It  is 
outlawed,  is  sold  against  our  will  and 
over  our  protest. 

They  raised  another  question  as  to 
whether  beer  should  be  sold  by  boo4- 
leggers  or  respertable,  decent  citizens. 
T^wre  is  no  wieh  animal  as  a  respect¬ 
able  citlsen  who  sells  Intoxicating  bev¬ 
erages.  Respectable  men  will  not  en¬ 
gage  tai  a  business  that  is  so  destme- 
tive  of  everything  that  is  worthwhile. 
Our  yonng  people  have  no  greater 
enemy  than  beverage  alcohol.  Decent, 
respectable  ritiaens  arm  not  operate  a 
boaineaB  nor  win  they  vote  to  legaTIre 
a  business  that  is  such  an  enemy.

A  Good  Example 

According  to  press  dispatches. 
Circuit  Judge  F.  Burkitt  Collins, 
Laurel,  has  requested  a  clean- 
■p  campaign  in  Jones  County,  with 
strict  enforcement  of  the  prohibi- 
tioD  laws.  Therefore  a  few  days 
•go,  a  speciaj  meeting  of  city  and 
county  officers  was  held  to  dis¬ 
cuss  better  law  enforcement.  Dis¬ 
trict  Attorney,  Paul  G.  SwarU- 
fager  declared  “Judge  Collins  has 
put  the  monkey  on  the  back  of  us 
as  law  enforcement  officers.”  At 
the  meeting  Alf  Walters,  constable 
from  beat  5,  Jones  County,  de¬ 
clared  that  “Heretofore,  it  has 
looked  like  the  people  didn’t  want 
the  laws  enforced.  -  -  -  If  they 
want  it  different,  they  can  get  it 
different” 

We  want  to  commend  Judge 
Collins  in  making  an  effort  and 
I  demanding  that  the  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officers  keep  their  oath. 
There  has  been  entirely  too  much 
leniency  concerning  prohibition 
laws.  In  many  places  we  have  the 
law,  but  not  enforcement,  even 
though  the  officers  sA^Tire  to  en¬ 
force  the  law. 

Constable  Walters  also  ex- 
pre.ssed  the  truth  when  he  said, 
“Heretofore,  it  has  looked  like  the 
people  didn’t  want  the  laws  en¬ 
forced.”  As  he  well  said,  if  they 
^■ant  it  different,  they  can  get 
it  different.  Officials  are  usually 
very  sensitive  to  public  opinion. 
The  wet  crowd  makes  a  big  noise 
wliile  the  dr>-s  usually  do  little  or 
notliing.  If  the  drys  will  organize 
ami  insist  on  law  enforcement  they 
may  not  get  it  perfectly  enforced, 
but  conditions  will  bo  better.

Be  Fair  With  Your 
Pastor 

According  to  the  Bureau  of  La¬ 
bor  Statistics  consumer’s  price  in¬ 
dex  reached  an  all  time  high  on 
July  15.

RECORD! 

An  Impossible  Task 

Quite  often  we  read  that  the 
Brewers  Foundation  of  Mississippi 
is  making  an  effort  to  dean  up  the 
Beer  Business.  Frankly  we  doubt 
that  much  effort  Ls  being  hiade, 
but  whatever  energy  is  expended 
in  this  direction  is  a  waste  of  time. 
So.  is  giving  a  hog  a  bath.  It  is 
the  nature  of  a  hog  to  get  into  the 
dirt  if  possible.  The  luiuor  busi¬ 
ness  is  wrong  and  produces  no 
good  results  but  many  bad  ones. 
White-washing  an  ulcer  doesn’t  do 
any  goo<l;  neither  does  white¬ 
washing  the  beer  business. 

For  instance,  in  a  recent  is¬ 
sue  of  the  Clarion  I>e<iger  there 
was  an  article  condemning  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  brewers  and  distillers. 
Space  is  not  available  for  all  of 
the  article.  We  quote  below  some 
of  it: 

“Tlie  State  Tax  Commission  Sat¬ 
urday  scorned  attempts  of  brew'- 
ers  and  distillers  to  control  indivi¬ 
dual  wholesale  transactions  in  the 
sale  of  light  wines  and  l)eers  and 
declared  that  such  .  .  .  will  bring 
retalialor>'  legal  action  .  .  . 

“It  is  chargcil  by  the  Tax  Com¬ 
mission  in  many  instances  that 
brewers  and  distillers  are  attempt¬ 
ing  to  dictate  to  the  wholesalers. 

“We  find  the  brewery  and  dis¬ 
tillery  interests  attempting  also  to 
influence  elections  as  well  as  the 
actions  of  public  officials. 

“Such  actions  are  violations  of  ‘ 
the  law  and  will  be  halted,  as¬ 
serted  Mr,  Slone,  Chairman  of  the 
State  Tax  Commission. 

“These  interests,”  the  Tax  Com¬ 
mission  says,  “are  attempting  to 
control  every  phase  of  the  in¬ 
dustry.  .  .  They  exercise  this  con¬ 
trol  under  threat  of  taking  away 
the  account,  which  they  can  do  at 
will.” 

Although  each  beer  dealer,  when 
applying  for  a  license  swears  that 
he  will  not  permit  intoxicating  li¬ 
quors  to  be  sold  on  the  premises, 
we  are  informed  that  check  made 
a  few  months  ago  showed  that  37 
per  cent  of  the  liquor  dealers  in 
counties  >Phere  beer  selling  is  legal 
who  paid  the  black  market  tax  also 
held  license  to  sell  beer;  this,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  they  had 
■worn  that  they  would  not  sell  li¬ 
quor.

The  program  of  the  Missionary  Un¬ 
ion  of  Southern  Baptist  Women  high¬ 
lights  the  observimce  of  three  annual 
seasons  of  prayer:  A  Week  of  Prayer 
for  Foreign  Missions,  a  Week  of  Pray¬ 
er  for  Home  Missions  and  a  Week  of 
Prayer  for  State  Missions.

The  recurrence  of  State  Mission 
Week,  the  first  since  the  home-going 
of  Miss  Lackey,  brings  to  us  a  renewed 
call  to  loyalty  to  the  cause  she  loved 
so  much  and  served  so  well.  Her  heart 
was  fired  with  the  reallution  of  the 
latent  power  in  dormant  fields  in  her 
native  State.  No  one  knew  the  needs 
better  than  she  knew  them;  no  one 
labored  with  keener  mind,  more  tre- 
ebant  pen,  more  consecrated  common 
sense,  seasoned  with  quiet  humor  or 
flashing  wit.  Her  love  of  Ood  and 
humanity,  her  understanding  sym¬ 
pathy  and  tact  for  others  gave  to  her 
planning  force  and  effectiveness.

Since  we  shall 
no  longer  be  In  the  States  to  plead 
their  cause,  I  hope  that  you  will  Q>eak 
a  good  word  and  help  when  you  can.

Our  new  work  in  Europe  will  be  in 
connection  with  the  Central  Euro¬ 
pean  Seminary  which  the  mission 
board  is  opening  in  Geneva.  Dr.  Ran¬ 
kin  and  Dr.  Sadler  were  in  Swltxer- 
land  during  August  to  appraise  sug¬ 
gested  property  and  buy  it  if  it 
seemed  suitable.  An  article  was  in  the 
June  issue  of  “The  Commissioa’*  re¬ 
garding  the  need  for  a  seminary  and 
there  were  also  several  pictures  of  the 
possible  buildings.  ’The  seminary  is  to 
have  a  scholastic  standard  equivalent 
to  that  of  our  southerh  seminaries. 
Several  faculty  members  have  already 
been  enlisted.

If  our  goals  are  set  on  a  high  plane, 
we  have  more  to  work  for. 

Three  Weeks  Visitation  and  Training 
Schools  in  Alcorn  County 
Alcorn  County  Is  making  great  pro¬ 
gress  toward  having  a  Training  Pro¬ 
gram  In  every  church.  The  interest  is 
growing,  and  more  and  more  people 
are  realizing  the  need  for  trained  lead¬ 
ers  and  workers.  During  the  weeks 
spent  in  the  association,  six  Training 
Unions  were  organized,  and  six  Train¬ 
ing  Schools  were  held.  Three  of  these 
schools  were  In  churches  with  new 
organizations. 

During  the  first  two  weeks  the 
churches  w'ere  visited  and  contacted 
in  the  interest  of  organizing  a  new 
union  or  either  to  strengthen  the  ones 
already  set  up.

These  same  weeks,  other  groups 
were  out  In  churches  getting  schools 
under  way.  A  double  program  was 
carried  on  for  the  three  weeks.  The 
following  churches  were  visited: 
County  Line,  Kemps  Chapel,  Ko.ssuth, 
Antioch  No.  2,  Wheeler  Grove,  Bethle¬ 
hem,  Glendale.  Union;  Shiloh,  Love 
Joy  and  Lone  Oak.  A  union  was  or¬ 
ganized  in  all  of  these  except  Kos¬ 
suth,  and  perhaps  soon  they  will  feel 
led  to  have  an  organization  too.  Train¬ 
ing  Schools  were  held  at  County  Line, 
Ixive  Joy,  Glendale,  Union,  Liberty

Lesson  for  September  Twelfth 

BARNABAS.  A  CKX>D  MAN.  Texts: 
Acta  4:32-37  ;  9:26-31;  11:22-30;  12:25- 
13:7;  25:43-52;  14:1-20;  15:1-39,  I  Cor. 
9:6;  Gal.  2:1-13;  Col.  4-10. 

I.  NAME  and  AIM.  1.  “Joseph,  who 
by  the  apostles  was  surnamed  Barna¬ 
bas.”  In  this  country  men  have  been 
given  by  their  associates  names  with 
a  meaning  appropriate  to  them,  as 
“Old  Hickory.”  “Old  Rough  and 
Ready.”  ‘  The  Pacificator,”  “The  Fath¬ 
er  of  the  Constitution,”  “The  Com¬ 
moner.”  “The  Pathfinder  of  the  Rock¬ 
ies.”  “The  King  Fish.”  So  the  apos¬ 
tles  gave  one  Brother  Joseph  anoth¬ 
er  name.  They  named  him  Barnabas. 
And  the  exact  meaning  of  this  sur- 
na'me  has  given  difficulty  to  transla¬ 
tors:  the  King  James  scholars  gave  it 
the  meaning.  Son  of  Consolation  in 
the  American  Revised  Version,  it  is 
Interpreted.  Son  of  Exhortation;  while 
in  thp  new  Revised  Standard  Version, 
it  is  translated  Son  of  Encouragement. 

It  seems  to  me  that  all  of  these 
meanings  may  be  close  a-kin.  It  is 
easy  to  perceive  the  aim  of  the  man 
in  the  name  his  friends  gave  him.  2. 
Every  man  alive  has  some  dominant 
aim  in  life,  and  that  aim  will  give 
direction  to  the  course  of  his  conduct. 
In  the  world  the  question  that  the 
average  men  asks  in  the  beginning, 
middle  and  end  of  life  is,  “In  what 
sort  of  work  win  I  be  able  to  gamer 
the  greates  profits?”  And  having  de¬ 
cided  for  himself  as  to  this,  the  aver¬ 
age  man  or  woman  thenceforth  bends 
great  efforts  to  the  prosecution  of 
this  work. 

The  Christian  asks.  “WThere  and 
how  can  I  do  the  greatest  good?” 
Jesns’  whole  life  was  lived  in  effort  to 
give  answer  to  this  question.  He  was 
always  going  about  doing  good,  and 
He  declared  this  to  be  His  dominant 
aim  in  life  in  the  words,  “The  Son  of 
man  came  not  to  be  minutered  to, 
bat  to  minister,  and  to  give  His  life 
a  ransom  for  many.”  The  same  spirit 
ruled  in  the  heart  of  Barnabas,  who 
was  always  seeking  an  opportunity  to 
help,  console,  strengthen  and  encour¬ 
age  others.  I  wonder  whether  it  would 
be  crude  to  say  of  Barnabas  that  he 
was  the  friend  of  the  under  dog? 

When  the  Jerusalem  saints  were 
afraid  to  fellowship  Saul,  who  was 
also  called  Paul.  Barnabas  smoothed 
the  way  for  Paul  to  find  a  place  in  the 
confidence  of  the  saints.  And  when 
previous  cowardice  of  John  Mark,  re¬ 
fused  to  admit  Mark  to  membership  in 
his  missionary  party,  it  eras  Barnabas 
who  took  Mark  and  led  him  so  to 
make  good  in  his  ministry  that  Paul 
relented  of  his  former  harshness  and 
took  Mark  to  his  heart  as  a  faithful 
witness  to  the  Master.  8o  it  is  that 
among  the  leaders  of  the  early 
churches,  none  does  more  than  Barna¬ 
bas  to  make  Christianity  a  credible 
and  winsome  faith. 

n.  CHARACTERISTICS  OF  BARNA¬ 
BAS  Acts  4:32-37;  9:26-31;  12:25-13:7; 
14:1-20. 

1.  Christian  Liberality.  This  was 
strikingly  illu.strated  in  his  course  in 
Jerusalem  church  on  an  occasion  when 
necessity  for  some  provision  to  be 
made  for  the  new  converts  to  Chris¬ 
tianity  to  be  fed.  Jews  from  all  over 
the  world  of  that  day  had  come  up  to 
Jerusalem  for  the  Feast  of  the  pass- 
over.  Many,  nay,  in  all  likelihood,  the 
vast  majority  came  for  the  only  time 


in  their  lives,  had  saved  their  money 
for  years  that  they  might  be  able  to 
make  the  Journey,  attend  the  Pass- 
over,  remain  for  some  weeks  in  the 
Holy  Land,  visiting  the  sacred  places 
of  their  people  and  remaining  through 
Pentecost,  planning  after  that,  to 
take  up  the  Journey  home. 

They  had  saved  enaugh  for  that, 
bpt  when  the  revival  broke  out  at 
Pentecost,  they  did  not  start  home  im¬ 
mediately,  consequentiy  almost  imme¬ 
diately  they  found  themselves  In  want. 
It  was  in  this  crisis  that  Barnabas 
came  to  the  rescue  in  such  an  act  of 
liberality  as  sets  him  among  the  Im¬ 
mortals  of  the  early  church.  2.  OPEN 
MINDEDNESS  AND  SYMPATHY. 
When  Saul,  whose  conversion  occur¬ 
red  far  away  from  Jerusalem,  came 
for  the  first  time  to  Jerusalem,  %c 
saints  simply  could  not  believe  that 
this  erstwhile  enemy  and  waster  of 
the  church  could  now  be  a  friend,  and 
would  have  nothing  to  do  with  him 
tin  Barnabas  having  heard  SanPs 
wonderful  story  believed  it,  and 
brought  him  into  the  church. 

3.  A  TRUSTED  AMBASSADOR  OP 
GOOD  WILL.  It  was  almost  ten  yean 
after  Saul  came  to  the  church  at  Jeru¬ 
salem  that  the  news  of  the  wonderful 
growth  of  Christianity  in  Antioch 
reached  Jerusalem.  The  Jerusalem 
brethem  at  once  decided  to  send 
someone  from  their  communion  to  es¬ 
tablish  fellowrfilp  with  their  brethren 
in  Antioch.  Whom  to  send  on  this  fine, 
delicate  mission?  Why,  Barnabas,  of 
coarse!  All  the  years  he  had  been 
living  out  his  faith  before  them,  and 
had  won  their  entire  confidence. 

4.  A  SOLDIER  OF  THE  CROSS  ON 
THE  BATTLE  FRONT.  Barnabas  went 
with  Paul  and  shared  the  hardships 
of  the  campaign  for  Christ.  It  was  out 
here  that  Barnabas  became  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  superlative  great¬ 
ness  of  Paul  and  not  only  acquiesced 
in  it,  but  applapdeo  it. 

5.  His  WISDOM  IN  COUNCIL.  Acts 
15:1-35.  In  the  cwnference  in  Jeru¬ 
salem  where  the  fate  ef  evangelieal 
Christianity  hung  in  the  balance,  Bar¬ 
nabas  flung  his  weight  te  the  bwt 
ounce  of  it  in  the  side  of  the  scale  for 
salvation  by  grace. 

6.  A  SEPARATIST  UNDER  OOD. 
Acts  15:36-39.  Paul  and  Barnabas  had 
a  quarrel.  So.  what?  They  separated. 
Good!  So  two  parlies  went  to  two  dif¬ 
ferent  mission  fields  instead  of  one 
party  *  to  one  field.  And  Barnabas 
trained  a  backslidden  presu:her,  a 
young  kinsman  of  his.  to  stand  in  all 
storms  for  Jesus. 

7.  GOODMAN  BARNABAS  MAKES 
A  MISTAKE.  Oal.  2:11-13.  Of  course, 
you  never  made  a  mistake,  and  so 
can  have  slight  sympathy  for  Bama- 
bsis.  But  others,  more  unfortunate, 
have  made  them.  To  err  is  human. 
Paul  set  Bsumabas  right  and  then  for¬ 
gave  him  and  took  him  to  his  heart. 
So  let  us  leave  good  Barnabas  Just  a 
man,  fine  in  his  life,  though  liable  to 
error.

There  have  been  so  many  Inquiries 
concerning  the  Fairy  -  land  kinder¬ 
garten  which  Is  to  be  opened  by  the 
First  Church.  Biloxi,  that  the  follow¬ 
ing  Information  has  been  prepared. 

There  will  be  two  dally  sessions  of 
the  school,  8:30  -  12  and  1:30  -  5:00, 
for  children  4*6  years  of  age.  The 
principal  will  have  a  degree  In  kinder¬ 
garten  and  elementary  education  and 
must  be  working  toward  a  master’s 
degree.  The  teachers  must  have  a  col¬ 
lege  degree. 

Among  the  equipment  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  are:  electric  fans,  gas  heat,  edu¬ 
cational  toys,  well  equipped  play 
grounds,  large  electric  record  player, 
pianos,  opaque  projector,  a  film  strip 
machine,  stereoptlcon,  a  moving  pic¬ 
ture  projector  and  provision  for  rest 
periods. 

Although  Baptist  doctrines  will 
not  be  taught,  the  school  will  teach 
the  children  to  thank  Ood  for  their 
food  and  other  blessings  and  will 
teach  them  religious  courses  and  how 
to  behave  In  God’s  house.  The  tuition 
will  be  $230  per  week  for  either 
morning  or  afternoon  session.

Dawson  Writes  Book 
on  Church  and  State 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  — (RNS)— 
Dr.  J.  M.  Dawson,  executive  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Baptist  Joint  Conference 
Committee  on  Public  Relations,  said 
here  that  his  new  book,  “Separate 
Church  and  State  Now,"  will  be  pub¬ 
lished  on  Sept.  1. 

According  to  his  announcement,  the 
book  is  an  expansion  of  manifesto 
distributed  In  pamphlet  form  by  Pro¬ 
testants  and  Other  Americans  United 
for  Separation  of  Church  and  State. 

Dr.  Dawson  said  his  book  presents 
a  documented  warning  against  a  cur¬ 
rent  drift  toward  union  of  Church 
and  State  and  suggests  ways  of  ar¬ 
resting  this  drift. 

Among  the  cases  presented  to  sup¬ 
port  his  thesis.  Dr.  Dawson  includes 
the  New  Mexico  school  case,  which  is 
now  before  the  courts,  the  North  Da¬ 
kota  anti-garb  ban,  and  the  banning 
of  The  Nation,  weekly  magazine,  from 
New  York  public  schools.
